Dear  Mr.  Freeman, 

I  was  very  pleased  to  get  yours  of  Mar  19th,  and  the  comments 
on  your  search  for  Rogers  and  Weese. 

Personally  my  lines  have  been  Valleau,  Lazier,  Losee,  Andrews,  Boyd,  ! 
Lawrence,  Desmorest,  with  an  abiding  interest  in  all  the  Adolphustown  UEL  such 
as  DeM&lle,  Davy,  Perry,  Edgar,  Fairfield,  etc,  with  whom  there  is  a  connection 
somewhere.  I  find  that  any  one  of  these  UEL  families  comes  back  to  ones  own 
line  if  it  is  traced  . 

The  only  Valleau  roots  that  seem  to  crop  up  in  your  vicinity 
are  the  Webbs  coming  from  a  Bouckley  who  married  a  Valleau,  Mrs,  Bertram  Becker 
was  a  Valleau.  I  know  Mrs  Austin  also  mother  of  Jack, and  some  others  in  the 
town. 

In  looking  at  the  Crusoe  Family  Robinson  last  night  at  the 
theatre  I  was  strmck  by  the  Wyss  name  of  the  author  and  wondered  if  you  ever 
connected  it  with  the  Anglicised  spelling  Weese? 

In  considering  the  families  submitted  I  am  ashamed  that  I 
have  so  little  to  offer.  However  attached  is  a  Freeman  clipping  which  will 
give  you  an  active  USA  genealogist  on  this  line,  if  not  two  of  them.  You 
may  be  aware  of  the  routine,  in  any  case  you  write  to  the  genealogical  Dept 
of  the  Boston  Transcript,  Boston,  Mass,  and  give  the  two  references,  ie,  9589  Panama 
Dec  16th  1939  and  G  F  M  5865  Mar  31  1933  and  ask  for  their  addresses.  The  other 
way.  is  to  wrte  your  enquiry  genealogically  re  the  family  and  wait  for  some 
helper  to  reply  in  the  column.  I  subscribe  for  the  paper  which  has  two  full 
pages  on  genealogy  in  the  Sat,  edition  only.  It  has  been  doing  this  since  1888 
and  has  covered  4-2000  families.

I  notice  David  Macgregor  Rogers  lived  with  his  father  in 
Ernestown  till  1792  and  at  his  death  apparently  eventually  ended  up  in  P.E.Co, 
is  he  the  same  one  I  quoted  the  birth  date  for  atoove? 


Coming  back  to  earth  I  note  with  lifted  eyyebrows  that  Doctor  Burleigh  kept 

the  mail  sertice  open  in  writing  you.  If  he  did  he  likes  you  better  than 

he  does  me  for  I  have  had  to  use  a  mustard  plaster  on  him  to  get  any  action  at  all. 

Even  this  last  flurry  I  sent  pages  of  dope  on  the  Campbell  line  covering  it 

from  King  Arthur* s  time  and  with  a  tie  in  of  the  Martin  data  he  submitted 

and  not  a  scratch  from  hiimji  In  fact  I  have  written  twice  since  and  still  the 

Cemetery  spectre  as  he  says  they  call  him  preserves  a  stubborn  silence. 

He  scolded  me  for  not  giving  something  on  the  widow  Andrews  who  with  six 
sprouts  married  a  Capt  Rowe  settled  in  Whitby  and  later  in  Fenelon  Falls.  I 
wish  we  could  get  something  on  this  for  him.  What  do  you  know  about  Capt 
James  Rowe  R.N.  who  lived  between  Cobourg  and  Port  Hope  and  was  connected  with 
Anderson  of  Deseronto  and  Jacob  Herchimer  the  old  merchant  who  was  drowned  on  the 
Speedy.  By  the  way  I  note  the  ancestor  of  the  Wilmots  of  Newcastle, Stegeman 
was  also  drowned  on  the  same  boat.  The  account  is  in  OHS  Vol  6. 

I  had  a  chance  to  see  the  last  word  in  devoted  genealogy  in  a  copy 
of  Dr.  Laughlinfs  work  ,  200  pages  mimeographed  by  him  personally  on  Laughlin 
McLaughlin,  Lakes,  Dayy,  and  what  not  with  no  pulling  of  his  blows.  If  a  cousin 
was  or  is  adomestic,  or  a  so  and  so  he  says  that  and  goes  on  merrily. 

I  will  copy  the  Davy  records  for  Marie  Lowry  later.  I  introduced  her  to  a 
genealogist  descendant  of  Ebenezer  Washburn  a  Mrs  W  Meritt  here  who  has  published 
a  book  on  the  Hares  and  she  enjoyed  that  very  much.,  Mrs  Meritt  has  the  original 
bible  which  is  indeed  a  curesity. 

I  looked  of  the  Loyalist  claims  under  Rogers  and  realize  that  something  can 
be  constructed  genealogically  by  looking  up  all  the  Roger  references  in  the 
index.  Have  you  done  this?  I  could  not  identify  a  claim  by  William  but  I  noted 
associated  references  such  as  John  Adams  Pitt  Town  N.Y.  bro  in  law  to  John  Rogers 
with  a  deed  to  Win  Rogers  1760  the  father  in  law  bing  executed  by  the  rebels.  In 
your  remarks  this  Wm  Rogers  from  Saratoga  got  over  here.  However  if  you  have 
studied  the  claims  there  is  no  need  of  my  dwelling  on  them 

When  you  wrote  to  Ottawa  for  a  search  did  you  mention  in  particular  that 
you  wished  them  to  go  over  the  Haldimand  Papers  for  references  to  the  search? 
If  not  do  not  hesitate  to  write  again  and  make  no  reference  to  the  previous  search  and 
you  will  get  an  entirely  new  reply.  It  is  very  nice  fishing.  I  have  had  three  on 
the  Valleau  all  different  and  together  they  make  a  real  contibution. 

If  you  have  anything  on  Randall  or  Rundle  and  have  not  been  a  correspondent 
of  Mrs  F.Randall  Livesay  of  Clarkson,  Ont,  send  it  to  me.  She  is  tops  in  this 
game  and  much  of  my  real  live  repliers  I  owe  to  her  tips  .  She  has  a  genealogical 
reference  list  which  might  yield  a  name  for  you  as  an  authority  on  your  lines. 

I  hope  that  you  will  not  fold  up  after  this  letter  and  I  will  not  hear  from 
you  again.   I  will  be  glad  to  do  anything  for  you  and  some  of  the  sources  I 
have  cultivated  in  the  States  you  may  be  able  to  use  in  the  same  manner.

REPORT  TO  THE  SHAREHOLDERS 


On  behalf  of  your  directors  I  submit  this  report  on  the  present  position  of  the  company. 

Our  principal  asset  is  45  1 ,000  shares  of  Lake  Dufault  Mines  Limited.  We  received  an 
annual  dividend  of  two  cents  per  share  on  this  holding  in  the  years  1942  and  1943. 

Lake  Dufault  owns  220,000  shares  of  Amulet  Dufault  Mines  Limited,  a  copper  zinc 
producing  company  in  the  Noranda  area.  Lake  Dufault  will  receive  dividends  on  these 
shares  during  1943  equivalent  to  about  %Yi  cents  per  share  of  Lake  Dufault.  Certain  of 
these  funds  are  being  used  in  exploring  the  large  acreage  owned  by  Lake  Dufault,  but  it 
is  reasonable  to  expect  that  your  company  will  receive  further  dividends  from  time  to  time. 

Diamond  drilling  on  the  Lake  Dufault  property  has  been  encouraging  and,  while  no 
large  body  of  ore  has  been  located  as  yet,  several  short  intersections  have  shown  commer- 
cial grade  copper  zinc  ore. 

Your  company  is  following  these  developments  closely  and  will  keep  you  advised 
from  time  to  time.  In  this  connection,  we  would  point  out  that  very  few  shareholders  have 
their  shares  registered  in  their  own  names,  with  the  result  that  the  company's  reports  are 
not  received  by  them.  It  is  urged  that  such  shareholders  send  their  certificates  to  one  of 
the  registrars  and  transfer  agents  of  the  company  for  transfer  to  their  own  names.  The 
registrars  and  transfer  agents  are  Chartered  Trust  and  Executor  Company  in  Montreal  and 
Montreal  Trust  Company  in  Toronto. 

Your  company  has  one  claim  adjoining  Waite  Amulet  Mines  in  good  standing,  owns 
$18,000.00  in  Dominion  of  Canada  bonds,  and  has  no  liabilities.  The  officers  and  directors 
have  continued  to  act  without  remuneration.  In  the  five  years  from  January,  1937,  to 
December,  1 942,  the  company's  expenditures  for  legal  fees  and  disbursements  and  for  admini- 
strative expenses  have  been  only  $1,273.33.

Please  excuse  delay  in  answer  to  your  welcome  note 
of  Jan.  1st.  as  I  am  very  much  behind  in  my  correspondance .  I 
hope  to  catch  up  this  month.  My  deepest  sympathy  is  extended 
to  you  in  the  loss  of  your  dear  mother.   I  do  not  know  just  how 
I  missed  seeing  news-items  about  her  reaching  her  100th  year 
and  her^death  soon  following.  We  are  great  newspaper  fans  here 
and  recieve  three  papers  daily  but  somehow  I  must  have  overlooked 
reference  to  Mrs.  Freeman.  I  had  intended  sending  Congrats  when 
she  reached  her  century  mark,  remembering  her  kindness  iifi  giving 
me  tea  and  cake  during  my  visit  to  your  home  last  summer.  When 
my  sister  and  her  husband  move  out  in  the  spring  and  we  get 
things  straightened  around  I  want  you  to  come  up  some  weekend 
for  a  Genealogist's  holiday  (talking,  books,  cemetaries, landmarks, 
etc)  I  did  enjoy  the  chat  we  had  last  September  and  still  marvel 
at  your  knowledge  of  intimate  details  of  history.  Some  Gen-fans 
do  not  bother  with  history  but  I  insist  that  the  two  subjects 
are  so  closely  allied  that  a  knowledge  of  both  is  essential  to 
know  either  one  (if  you  get  what  I  mean) . 

Had  a  card  from  Dr. Burleigh  at  Christmas  but  have 
not  heard  from  Valleau  in  some  months  although  I  understand  he 
is  here  in  Oshawa  often.

Committee"  to  collect  old  samples  of  printing,  such  as  public 
notices,  old  newspapers,  social  invitations,  old  wood-cuts, etc . , 
and  have  already  acquired  some  interesting  relics  of  the  past 
with  historical  significance.  P.S.-I  was  named  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  By  the  way-have  you  consulted  Canniff's  "Settlement 
of  Upper  Canada"?  I  recently  bought  a  copy  and  it  is  about  the 
best  thing  on  Ontario  ever  printed.  Has  references  to  Rogers 
family.  Well,  I  seem  to  be  at  the  end  of  the  sheet  so  will  say

Grandfather,  Joseph  R.  Morden-179 5-1885, 
was  a  son  of  Richard  Morden  who  married  an  Anne  Williams, in 
Fredericksburgh  Tp.  December  28th. 1790.  It  is  quite  likely 
that  Anne  was  a  daughter  of  John  Williams  and  a  sister  to 
Mary  (Rogers)  If  you  have  anything  on  the  Williams 'family 
I  would!  appreciate  further  records.  I  am  also  very  anxious 
to  have  more  data  on  the  GRIEVE  and  FAIRBAIRM  families  of 
Richmond  Tp. , Lennox- Addington  (both  highland  Scotch  ancestors 
of  mine. 

Please  write  when  you  find  time  as  I  am  interested 
in  your  genealogical  activities.  Although  I  have  many 
correspondants  on  the  subject  I  have  only  our  friend  Valleau 
to  talk  to  (thus  the  new  stationery)  but  we  hope  to  start 
the  ball  rolling  someday  to  organize  a  Genealogical  Society 
here  in  Ontario.  Does  that  appeal  to  you?  If  so,  please  let 
me  know  if  we  can  count  on  your  support.
